GUNGRESS IS GIVEN 
CLASHING VIEWS 


ONPART FOR. HAD 
INLOAN TO HIS SON 


Republicans Contend He 
‘Initiated’ $4000 Settle- 
ment of $200,000 Debt, 
Hartford, ‘On Spot,’ 
Feared His Enmity. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP) — 
Sharply conflicting versions of the 
role played by the late President 
Roosevelt in financial transactions 
of his son Elliott were released 
today in Congress. 

House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Republicans asserted—but 
Brig. Gen, Elliott Roosevelt denied 
—that: 

1. Young Roosevelt's father 
“played an important part” in 
the $200,000 loan his son ob- 
tained in 1939 from John A. 
Hartford, Great Atlantic & Pa- 
cific grocery chain executive. 

2. The late President “initiat- 
ed” settlement of the loan by 
former Secretary of Commerce 
Jesse Jones in 1942 for $4000. 

The younger Roosevelt testified 
that his father-knew of and ap- 
proved these transactions, but did 
not promote them. He said Hart- 
ford consulted the late» President 
for only one reason: To be sure 
there were no “possible political 
implicationc” which might embar- 
rass the elder Roosevelt. 
Republicans’ View. 

The Republicans argued that the 
late President helped arrange the 
loan and instigated the _ settle- 
ment. They interpreted  state- 


ments by Jones and Hartford as. 


support of their opinion. MHart- 
ford was quoted as saying he made 
the loan after talking by phone 
with the President because he 
thought he was “on the spot” and 
did not want to “incur the en- 
mity” of Roosevelt. 

The divergent views were con- 
tained in more than 1000 pages 
of testimony filed with the House 
by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, and in an accompanying mi- 
nority report by the Republicans. 

The Democrats did not file a re- 
port discussing the role played by 
the then President. They simply 
voiced agreement with a Bureau 
of Internal Revenue recommenda- 
tion that Hartford be allowed a 
tax deduction on his $196,000 loss, 
(approximately $35,000, commit- 
tee members told reporters). The 
Republicans sharply dissented on 
this point, too. 

Elliott Roosevelt's Version. 

In his testimony, given behind 
closed doors, the younger Roose- 
velt gave this account of how his 
father was brought into the loan: 

“He (Hartford) told me he 
would like very much to make the 
loan to me, but there was only one 
thing that bothered him in making 
the loan, that is the possible po- 
litical implications—that he was 
making the loan to be for such in- 
fluence as he could then secure 
from the President. .~. . I sug- 
gested that he should talk to the 
President and find out if it would 
embarrass the President if he 
made the loan.” 

In reply to a question by a Rev- 
enue Bureau representative, the 
son asserted he had not discussed 
the matter with his father prior to 
meeting Hartford. 

Regarding settlement of the 
loan, the younger Roosevelt said

Urges Repeal of 3 Pct. Normal Levy on In- 
dividuals Jan. 1, and End to Excess 
Profits Impost. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
'A five-billio.-dollar tax reduction 
for individuals and business in 
1946 was proposed to Congress to 
'day by Secretary of the Treasury 
Vinson. 

In the first tax-cutting legisla- 
tion to hit Capitol Hil] in 16 years, 
‘Vinson laid before the House 
Ways and Means Committee the 
Administration's plan for easing 
wartime burdens on personal and 
corporate pocketbooks. He rec- 
ommended: 

1, Repeal of the 3 per cent 
normal tax on individuals, effec- 
| tive Jan. 1, thus erasing 12,000,- 
| 000 low-income persons from 
| the tax rolls completely and re- 
ducing the tax liability for all 
| individuals by $2,085,000,000. 

' 2. Elimination of the 95 per 
| cent war-imposed excess profits 
| tax on corporations, reducing 

1946 corporate burdens by 
$2,555,000,000, 

3. An end on July 1, 1946, of

A wage increase of $10.27 a 
week for all pressmen employed 
_by the three St. Louis daily news- 
‘papers and reduced working 
hours for pressmen employed in 


day work were provided in an 
agreement™reached today by the 
St. Louis Publishers’ Association 
and AFL Web Printing Press- 
men’s Union No. 38. 

The pressmen, who have been 
receiving $50.25 a week, receive a 
$7.54 increase which is retroactive 
to last March 13 and runs to next 
Nov. 22, when an additional in- 
crease of $2.73 becomes effective. 

The work week, which has been 
40 hours, is reduced to 37% hours 
for those employed in day work. 

An additional week’s vacation 
‘is provided, bringing to three 
weeks the annual vacation with 
pay for those who haye been em- 
ployed two years or more. Acci- 
dent benefits also are provided 
under terms of the new agree- 
ment. 

The pressmen had demanded the 
$60.52 a week, the same amount 
as that recently granted the print- 
ers. The increased wage scale 
which becomes effective next No- 
(vember wil leliminate the differ- 
ential between the two pay scales, 
a differential which has existed in 
(St. Louis and a number of other 
metropolitan cities for 40 years. 
But the printers’ week is shorter, 
calling for 36% hours’ work.

St. Louis restaurants rated. 2.23 
per cent lower in September 1945, 
in their compliance with stand- 
ards of the United States Public 
Health Service, than they did in 
February and March, 1944. A gur- 
vey made a year and a half ago 
showed 49.22 per cent compliance; 
one made last month showed 46.99 
per cent. This comparison was 
contained in a report today to Dr. 
Joseph F, Bredeck, Health Com- 
missioner, by R. W. Hart of the 
federal service and Glenn M. 
Young of the Missouri Board of 
Health, 

The report recommends that the 
city government establish co- 
operation between the license col- 
lector’s office and the health au- 
thorities, so that licenses will be 
issued only to eating places hold- 
ing unrevoked permits from the 
health department.

This method of 
sampling, they stated, has been 
shown to give results within 5 per 
cent of the accuracy of those ob- 
tained by examining all establish- 
ments.» The survey was based on 
the State Board of Health regula- 
tions and the items on sanitation 
contained in the 1943 edition of the 
Federal service model ordinance 
and code regulation of such estab- 
lishments. 

The report states that 62 per 
cent of the establishments violated 
items of the regulations pertaining 
to floors; 72 per cent violated the 
standards of lighting; 86 per cent 
violated the toilet sanitation pro- 
visions; 88 per cent violated the 
requirements for cleaning of uten- 
sils and dishes; and 98 per cent 
were not doing a satisfactory job 
in bactericidal (germ-killing) 
treatment of dishes and utensils, 

Offset Wholesome Food. 

As to wholesomeness of food 
purchased by the restaurants, the 
report showed that only two per 
cent violated the standard provi- 
sions. Commissioner Bredeck com- 
mented on this as a good show- 
ing, but said it was offset by the 
dangerous situation created 
through the hahdling of utensils. 

The report stated that public 
health control in St. Louis had 
been weakened, in the interval be- 
tween the two surveys, by a ruling 
of the city counselor's office, ad- 
versely affecting the regulations 
through which the health depart- 
ment had attempted to protect the 
public against food-borne diseases. 
Additional food inspectors have 
been employed in the last 18 
months, but’ were hampered by

17 Rainy Days’ Make September 
One of City’s Wettest Since 1866 


\of September has been entered in 
the books of the United States 
Weather Bureau as one of the 
wettest since 1866, with rain total- 
ing 10.01 inches falling on 17 days 
of the month, Meteorologist Harry 
F. Wahlgren announced today. 
The record still stands at 1053 
inches. 

The 11 consecutive days ending 
today on which measurable 
amounts of rain fell equaled the 
record set in 1926 and, by coinci- 
dence, covered virtually the same 
period, indicating that fall rather 
than spring is the period of sus- 
tained rainfall, he said. 


The late but unlamented month | 


Wahlgren found some consola- 
tion in the fact that rain yester- 
day undoubtedly saved this area 
from frost as the temperature 
went to 49 yesterday morning at 6 
o'clock, rising slowly all day to 59 
at 11:59 last night. 

The wet weather should end 
late this afterfoon or tonight with 
partly cloudy weather tomorrow 
followed probably by several days 
of fair skies and moderate tem- 
peratures, Wahlgren said.

AFTER LAST B-29 ATTACK 


Eyewitness Who Was in City Writes That 
Superfortresses Gave Capital Its Worst 
Night on 


May 25.

T a raid by Superfortresses

TOKYO, Oct. 1 (AP)—By far 
the biggest and most destructive 
night fire bomb raid on Tokyo 
occurred May 25. This raid, the 
last incendiary attack on the 
Japanese capital, burned out fac- 
tory areas, the best residential 
districts, and killed many persons, 
some of them well known in pub- 
lic life, 


War-weary Tokyoans prepared 
for bed that night telling each 
other that there might be another 
raid since there had been a visit 
by Superfortresses two nights be- 
fore and since the raids on Tokyo 
seemed to follow a pattern of com- 
ing in pairs within 48 hours or so. 

Before bedtime for most — al- 
though magy went to bed early to 
get as much sleep as they could 
when they could — the sirens 
sounded. On the radio the air 
raid information buzzer sounded 
and informed the Kanto district 
that a big force of Superfortresse 
was on the way. 

Raiders Cross Bay. 


About a half-hour after the 
initial warning, the siren shrieks 
hit the ears of the fearfully ex- 
pectant people. The radio said 


the raiders were coming in from 
the Boso area across Tokyo bay. 

As the first Superfort came over 
Tokyo it was caught by Japanese 
searchlights, Anti-aircraft batter- 
ies cut loose, Flashes filled the 
air around the B-29, glittering in 
the rays of the searchlights, 


The big plane cut over Tokyo 
to the west, followed by stabbing 
searchlight fingers. No fires had 
started yet. When the first Super- 
fort was halfway across the Tokyo 
horizon, cutting westward, an- 
other, following the exact course 
set by the first, came into the 
area. More followed, all in single 
file. 

The noise of the planes, the 
booming of anti-aircraft. batteries 
and the clatter of lesser caliber 
rapid-fire guns combined to shake 
the air with a continuous roar. 
Persons in areas presumably out- 
side of the night’s target sighed 
with relief and climbed out of 
their air-raid shelters to view the 
fireworks. 

Fighters Attack. 

More planes came from the 
east. From the ground shot up 
strings of little red balls 
tracers. Strings of green balls of 
fire and blue ones and white 
ones also went. up. The raiders

One plane was hit as it touched 
the Tokyo perimeter, In the rays 
of the searchlights it glowed a 
sparkling white, then turned into 
a bright orange, but it didn’t fall. 
It cut eastward across Tokyo, its 
motors roaring steadily. 

Exploding shells followed the 
Superfortress across the sky un- 


till it was out of range, having 
flown out to sea, stili glowing. 
B-29 Explodes, 

With a terrific noise another 
B-29 exploded and disintegrated 
just as it was over Tokyo. Flames 
1000 feet long trailed slowly earth- 
ward. 

Below, men, women and chil- 
dren, already surrounded by 
flames, were running for their 
lives from the falling fire. 

Six hours after the first plane 
flew over, the raid was over. In 
the target areas fire still raged 
and the sirens of fire engines, 
which never went into action until 
the raiders had gone, could be 
heard. 

Daylight broke soon after the 
last plane left. Suburban dwellers 
who hadn't been the _ targets 
couldn’t get to work, The subur- 
ban electric trolley system had 
been knocked out. The gas, elec- 
tricity and water systems also had 
been put out of order. 

Half of City Burned. 

The entire southern half of 
Tokyo, encircled by the Yamate 
line (electric line encircling Tokyo 
proper) had been reduced to 
ashes, Broken telephone poles 
were still burning ‘or smoldering. 
Power lines which ran the street 
cars dangled on the tracks. The 
smell of fire was everywhere. 
Some men were collecting and 
burning dead bodies. Burned 
shells of streetcars and automo- 
biles littered the streets. Victims 
of the raid wandered over the 
smoking ruins, searching for 
relatives, 

Only the central part of Tokyo 
and the residential suburbs were 
left standing. Those who viewed 
the ruins of their city asked one

Archbishop Glennon and 


Msgr. Sheen Speak — 


Rain Cancels Centen- 
ary Celebration on 
Riverfront. 


St. Louis, birthplace of the So- 
eiety of St. Vincent de Paul in this 
country in 1845, was the scene 
yesterday of the centenary observ- 
ance of the Catholic charitable or- 
ganization when special commem- 
oration services attended by thou- 
sands of persons were held at St. 
Louis Cathedral. 

Rain forced cancellation of an 
outdoor religious demenstration on 
the riverfront near the Old Cathe- 
dral, where a handful of Catholic 
laymen, headed by Bryan Mullan- 
phy, established the first Vincen- 
tian council 12 years after the so- 
ciety was founded in France in 
1833. 

It was expected more than 100,- 
600 persons would: attend the out- 
door ®eremony scheduled for 3:30 
pP.m., and thousands appeared on 
the riverfront. during the after- 
moon despite the rain and radio 
announcements that the services 
would be held at St. Louis Cathe- 
gral at 5 p.m. 

Largest Crowd Church Has Held. 

All available space in the huge 
church was filled two hours be- 
fore a fanfare of trumpets opened 
the ceremony, at. which Arch- 
bishop John J. Glennon and Msgr. 
Fulton J. Sheen, noted Catholic 
orator, were principal speakers. 
Msgr. Nicholas W. Brinkmas, rec- 
tor, said the crowd that overflowed 
he Cathedral was “by far the 
largest ever assembled” in the 
church. 

Aisles, side chapels, Stairways, 
the balcony around the interior, 
the large front vestibule. §stair- 
Ways and even the front steps 
were jammed with persons, while 
the 1800 seats were supplemented 
by extra chairs placed in front of 
the communion railing. 

Msgr. Brinkman called for spe- 
cial police details to handle the 
throng, and additional thousands 
of spectators, unable to get into 
the church, went away as the 
heavy rain precluded Standing in 
the open plaza in front. 

Program Carried Out, Except 

Choir, 

The program scheduled for the 
outdoor observance was carried 
through at the Cathedral, except 
that the massed choir of 10,000 
Catholic school children did not 
assemble because of lack of space. 

Singing of the national anthem 
by the congregation and Latin 
hymns by a chorus of seminari- 
ans preceded the addresses by the 
Archbishop and Msgr. Sheen. 

Speaking on the spirit of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
Msgr. Sheen voiced a plea for 
infusion of Christian ideals in 
labor and management relations 
to bring about industrial peace. 

He disclosed that “within two 
or three weeks” announcement of 
the conversion to the Catholic 
faith of a man who publicly has 
stood for “everything against the 
church” will be made.

UNION ELECTRIC 


GIVES {TS SIDE IN 
LABOR DISPUTE 


Asserts Company Is 
Caught Between Con- 
tending Unions — 
Wants Ruling. 


The Union Electric Co., threat- 
ened by strikes of two unions, 
either of which would shut off 
electric power in the St. Louis 
area, issued a formal] statement 
today asserting the company is 
not in dispute with either union 
and that it. is caught in the 
middle of a jurisdictional fight 
between the AFL and CIO. 

Vincent Brennan, director of 
personnel for the company, said 
that if demands of the CIO Tri- 
State Utility Workers’ Union for 
the enforcement of a maintenance 
of membership provision in its 
contract were granted, the AFL 
International] Brotherhood of 


Electrical Workers’ Union will 
strike. 

If the company refuses to meet 
the CIO union’s demands, it will 
strike, Brennan said. The union 
voted Sept. 25 to ask the National 
Laber Relations’ Board to conduct 
a strike vote and began periodic 
picketing of the company’s main 
office at 315 North Twelfth boule- 
vard last Saturday. 

Issue in Dispute. 

Brennan said the question in- 
volved is whether the maintenance 
of membership nrovision of a con- 
tract entered into between. the 
company the Tri-State union when 
it was an independent labor organ- 
ization applies when, during the 
life of the contract, the union be- 
came affiliated with the CIO. 

“The company does not believe 
so,” he said, “but is perfectly 
willing to have the question de- 
termined by proper authority... 
either the NLRB or the War 
Labor Board.” 

He added that “prompt disposi- 
tion of proceedings pending before 
the NLRB” with respect to ap- 
propriate bargaining units and un- 
fair labor practices charged by 
the CIO Tri-State union probably 
would effectively dispose of the 
dispute. 

How Dispute Started. 

The AFL-CIO fight, Brennan 
said, came about @when 805 em- 
ployes who were’ Tri-State mem- 
bers when that union was inde- 
pendent notified the company to 
cease deducting union dues from 
their pay checks after the organ- 
ization affiliated with the CIO." 


whereupon the CIO demanded the 
maintenance of membership pro- 
vision be invoked as the 805 be- 
came delinquent in dues payments. 

“Invocation of this provision 
would mean we would have to fire 
the 805 employes,” he said. “We 
couldn't do that and continue op- 
erations. Also the AFL unions 
warned the company that. any 
move to invoke the provision 
would result in their going on 
strike.

Gen. Rawson to Be Ques- 
tioned by Peron—Many 
Prisoners Freed. 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
Gen: Arturo Rawson, who led an 
abortive revolt against the Argen- 
tine military administration last 
wéek was brought here by plane 
f Cordoba last night, as ten- 
si n the capital] eased with the 
rdlease of hundreds of. political 
prisoners. 

Vice President. Juan Peron, it 
was learned, will question Gen. 
Rawson today. Gen, Rawson, who 
led the 1943 coup which put Presi- 
dent Edelmiro Farrell and Peron 
in power, has assumed full respon- 
sibility for the uprising at the 
Cordoba garrison. , 

The release of prisoners cli- 
maxed a week filled with political 
crises. 

Some estimates placed the num- 
mer arrested at 700 during the 
week of rapid-fire events which 


saw a military revolt foiled and a 
state of seige reimposed. Federal 
Police Chief Filomeno. Valazco 
said, however, only eight or 10 
persons still were detained after 
the wave of mass arrests which 
engulfed figures prominent in all 
fields of Argentina’s social and 
political life. 

They were held incommunicado 
in connection with the military 
administration’s investigation of 
what it called a plot “of revolu- 
tionary character.” 

President Edelmiro Farrell, in 
declaring the state of siege Sept. 
26, insisted it in no way alters 
hig administration's intention of 
calling elections to restore the'na- 
tion’s “constitutional normality,” 
and pledged an election date be- 
fore the end of this year.

several hospital cases at Dachau 
who were too ill to be moved, but 
these now are being evacuated. A 
few thousand Jews remain in the 
Belsen concentration camp, in thé 
British zone, partly because of 
the housing shortage outside, but 
partly of their own choice. 

“They feel that as long as they 
stay in Belsen the world won't 
forget them and they'll be allowed 
to emigrate quickly to Palestine 
where they want to go,” Chaplain 
Nadich said. 

Figures are incomplete, but, ac- 
cording to the best estimates, 
there are between 70,000 and 80,- 
000 Jewish displaced persons in 
the three western zones of Ger-

many, and Berlin today. Between | 


£000 and 10,000 of these are Ger- 
man Jews, most’?of whom live in 
the capital in one central “shel- 
ter.”

Nine Improvements. 


Chaplain Nadich enumerated 
nine improvements in Jewish wel- 
fare that have been realized. by 
the establishment of special camps, 
The first was more space. Pre- 
viously, in extreme cases, between 
28 and 40 persons had been 
obliged to live in a Single large 
room. These new camps are most- 
ly reconditioned barracks, Some 
are former hotels and one is a 
large apartment house. 


The food situation is radu 
improving. Refugees ioe tiene oe 
ting 2000 calories each, daily, and 
that minimum will soon be. in- 
creased The diet is stil] unbal- 
anced but this deficiency is being 
partly met by the use of Red 
Cross food packages, originally 
destined to American prisoners of 
war. 

The clothing problem has been 
difficult but Mickelsen recently 
inventoried warehouses and found 
large charity shipments from the 
United States as well as other 
Supplies that have accumulated, 
the distribution of which is now 
being arranged. 

Fuel will be short but both coal 
and wood stocks are being laid in. 


Discrimination Ending. 


Certain instances of discrimina- 
tion, conscious or unconscious, 
against refugees are being cor- 
rected. According to official re- 
ports, most of these occurred in 
Bavaria, which is in Gen. George 
S. Patton Jr.’s Third Army occu- 
pation area and involved such 
practices as restricting passes to 
15 per cent of camp population, 
declaring certain villages off lim- 
its to displaced persons and fail- 
ure to provide proper housing 


while Germans continued to live | 


comfortably. 

“The Germans learned that it is 
always easy to blame a displaced 
person for anything,” Nadich said. 
“Unfortunately, it is sometimes 
the inclination of G.I.s and offi- 
cers to give more credence to the 
stories of clean, well-dressed Ger- 
mans than to ragged refugees 
who look like bandits, anyway.” 

Progress is also noted in health 
facilities. Many camps organized 
and staffed its own medical unit 
and one group established its own 
hospital at St. Ottilien, near Mu- 
nich, under an energetic Lithu- 
anian doctor named Greenberg. 
It is now treating 750 patients and 
has discharged 1200 more.

On the other hand, they have 
the equally militant attitude of 
the Arab League and the knowl- 
edge that revival of Jewish expan- 
sion in Palestine on a satisfactory 
scale will cause political explo- 
sions throughout the Arab world. 
The moral support lent to the 
Zionist cause by the President is 
important, but as usual they are 
not certain how far the United 
States would go in helping handle 
the consequences. 

They know that the entry of 
another 100,000 Jews into Pales- 
tine would be accepted by the 
Zionists as a wedge to be used 
in demanding further concessions, 
aimed at realization of the full 
Zionist program. 

(The British Government an- 
nounced tonight that Prime Min- 
ister Attlee has replied to Presi- 
dent Truman’s letter. The nature 
of the reply was not disclosed.) 


Actually, the Jewish problem in 
Europe today is much more seri- 
ous than indicated by President 
Truman in his letter. There are 
several thousand Jews actually in 
concentration centers, and pre- 
sumably, they would be the ones 
to benefit from the Truman 
scheme. They are only a minority 
in the great mass of Jews who 
must be cared for.

Dewey Urges Britain to Let 
Homeless Jews Enter Palestine, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey last night 
called on British Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee’s Labor party to 
open Palestine to the “tens of 
thousands of non-repatriable” 
Jews still living in camps in Ger- 
many. 

Speaking at a mass meeting in 
Madison Square Garden, spon- 
sored by the American Zionist 
Emergency Council, protesting re- 
ports that the British White Pa- 
per policy would be continued in 
Palestine, Dewey said the interest 
of the United States in the prob- 
lem was no less than. that of 
Great Britain, 

“Our own government and peo- 
ple are deeply involved,” he said. 
“It was the common victory of 
ourselves and our allies in World 
War 1 which made possible the 
British mandate of Palestine— 
which made possible that man- 
date expressly granted for the 
purpose of promoting the develop- 
ment of a Jewish homeland.”

Synagogues Opened. 


Jews now have more religious 
facilities. Synagogues have been 
opened in every camp. 

Another advantage stems from 
the fact that the Army has per- 
mitted the camps a large extent 
of self-government.

Bungling by the Brass 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Now that censorship has been lifted, 
we soldiers who fought for democracy 
can begin to exercise a few of the rights 
which democracy champions. I shall 
venture to express an opinion concern- 
ing the present system of demobiliza- 
tion. 

We men overseas have been sitting, 
waiting, cursing “brass” and politicians 
for their stupid bungling. Have any of 
these men approached the men in the 
armed forces to find out the trouble? 
No! Congressional parties that have vis- 
ited the overseas theaters were only 
taken to see what the “brass” wanted 
them to see and were only presented to 
lower-rank officers and enlisted men 
who were coached to say what was de- 
sired. Failure of these stooges would 
result in an unhappy incident for the 
individual with a mind of his own. 

We are all deeply interested in return- 
fing home at the earliest possible date, 
so it is the opinion of many men that 
the present system should remain in ef- 
fect. Anyone who is familiar with Army 
procedure and red tape realizes that any 
change would further delay the demobil- 
ization program. The point system and 
the 35-year age limit are satisfactory. 
The trouble lies in shipping. 

Instead of Congress investigating the 
demobilization plans, it should investi- 
gate the War Shipping Administration, 
which, because of financia] and other 
sundry reasons, is returning cargo ships 
to the,States EMPTY instead of carry- 
ing personnel who are waiting for weeks 
in redeployment centers for transporta- 
tion. Port officers have stated that a 
Liberty ship can be outfitted. in two or 
three days to carry three or four hun- 
dred men. Instead of saying that so 
‘ many men are to be discharged in so 
many months, why don’t they start load- 
ing every available ship with men eligi- 
ble for discharge? 

- ‘The men in the Pacific are plenty dis- 
gusted with the “brass” in this theater, 
and they have reason to be. They were 
held up on the rotation and furlough 
plans and were given fewer campaign 
stars than the men in the E. T. O. Is 
there any wonder there are more &5- 
point men there? Why don’t the “brass” 
get on the bal] over here and get some- 
thing done instead of flying around in 
planes and making life miserable for 
everyone, such as “breaking” a man for 
not knowing his “general orders”? If all 
of the petty and childish things would 
| be forgotten, maybe they would have 
time to worry about more important 
things like demobilization.

Wages Make Prices 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A letter from Odin Scholl states that 
the current increases, or proposed in- 
creases, in hourly wages are really not 
increases. The weekly wage, he says, 
will be the same, as the number of hours 
will be cut from 48 to 40, ‘and it would 
be a mistake for a merchant to raise 
prices to absorb an increase that isn’t 
there. 

Does the writer of that letter think a 
man will produce the same output in 40 
hours that he did in 48 hours? If he 
does not, there is a definite increase in 
cost when wages are raised. For ex- 
ample, it takes a certain number of 
man-hours to produce an automobile. If 
the original price is based on a certain 
wage scale and this scale is increased 
30 per cent, it would stil] take the same 
number of man-hours to produce the au- 
tomobile, resulting in an increase in the 
cost of the finished product. 

I am not a merchant, but I can still 
gee where an increase in wages means 
an increased cost to the manufacturer. 
My belief is that wage increases do not 
mean a great deal in the long run. The 
higher wages go, the higher the cost of 
living goes. Hence the higher wages 
will not go any further. This all goes 
in a sort of circle, and if wages go down, 
the cost of living goes down, making it 
possible for the lbwer wages to purchase 
just as much.

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The Gutted Murray Bill 


Alben Barkley best described what the Senate 
did to the Murray full-employment bill when he 
said ironically, “It now guarantees everybody 
out of work the right to seek a job if he can 
In other words, hope for detailed 
Government planning to avoid depression, to 
replace last-minute, inefficient “made work” 
measures when depression is already upon us, 
is out the window. Reconversion Director Sny- 
der, urging prompt action, warns that there may 
be 8,000,000 jobless by next spring, and “high 
unemployment” will persist through 1946. 

The string of emasculating amendments, and 
the final 71-to-10 vote, act as a weathervane for 
the present Congress. The weathervane records 
law-making weather blowing on us from the 
days of Harding. Despite all professions that 
the crippled measure is satisfactory, full em- 
ployment has been reduced from the status of 
a Government goal to that of a utopian ideal. 

There are a number of conclusions to be drawn 
from the Senate action, and from the alternative 
“wait and see” Manasco bill that may shelve the 
Murray bill entirely for a time. 

One is that the old coalition of Southern and 
border-line Democrats and Republicans is strong- 
er than ever, and Senator Taft is its outstand- 
ing strategist. In the House, the bloc of Re- 
publicans and Southern Democrats dominating 
the Rules and Ways and Means committees con- 
stitutes an oligarchy that makes democratic pro- 
cedure a mockery. 

Another is that progressive Democrats and 
liberal Republicans are utterly hamstrung, and 
nothing short of a tightened policy line together 
with public clamor over immediate reconversion 
issues will free them for effective action. 

As it is, their basic strategy is bad. Everyone 
knew that oblique attack on the full-employment 
bill would be aimed at watering it down instead 
of throwing it out altogether. Yet obviously none 
of its supporters—either the President or his 
followers in Congress—had decided in advance 
at what point to agree that amendments had 
made the bill so meaningless that the only way 
to register protest was to vote against it. 

One line for’ 1946 has been drawn. Unless 
House progressives stop the farce, right-wing 
Republicans and Administration opponents. will 
insist that Congress passed it, and that if it 


*isn’t working, it isn’t their fault. 


Mr. Truman now knows that poker-playing, 
story-swapping friendships on Capitol Hill end 
abruptly where Government philosophy begins. 
Anything forward-looking he manages to salvage 
of his 21 reconversion requests to Congress will 
be, unless public opinion is aroused and party 
tactics change, of minor importance. 

There was a good deal of smokescreen discus- 
sion during hearings and the debate—talk of 
“deficit financing,” argument that the “right” to 
a job was always inherent and the point that no 
one knew for sure just what figure represented 
full employment. But nobody need be misled. 
In its original form, the bill placed a definite 
responsibility on the Administration to plan 
against a recurrence of the breadline, apple-sell- 
ing 1930s, and on Congress to implement that 
responsibility with other legislation. 

That responsibility has been rejected so com- 
pletely that, as Senator Radcliffe, in a master- 
piece of unconscious humor, said: “This is a 
declaration by the Government that it has the 
matter (unemployment) in mind.” 

So did Mr. Coolidge when he produced that 
famous aphorism: “When a great many people 
are unable to find jobs, unemployment results.”

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Eric. Johnston’s Appeal to Reason 

Eric Johnston's radio address of Saturday eve- 
ning should be the keynote of the President's 
labor-management conference Nov. 5, for which 
Mr. Johnston is a member of the committee 
on arrangements. In his talk to the nation, the 
president of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce expressed a view that was distinguished 
for its reasonableness. He urged reason on labor 
and management as the alternative to violence. 

Members of both the parties to industrial con- 
flict should pause and make a fresh reassess- 
ment of their position and of the other fellow’s 
position also, Mr. Johnston suggested. It is a 
simple enough sounding proposal, yet on what 
else does the success or failure of the coming 
labor-management conference depend? 

The take-it-or-leave-it tone, the tactic of strik- 
ing or provoking strike first and bargaining aft- 
erward—these ills have become chronic ailments 
in our industrial relations. Not only what is 
done, but the way it is done, must be the sub- 
ject of the President’s conferees a month hence. 
Are we to repeat old mistakes, or, as Mr. Johnston 
recommends, make a fresh start? Will 1946 be 
a repetition of 1919—‘‘perhaps the worst year for 
industrial conflict in American history’—or the 
start of the age of reason in American indus- 
trial relations? 
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Doughton on Tax Reduction 


There is a certain counsel of perfection in Rep- 
resentative Doughton’s plea to “state and local 
governments” and “special groups” to help re- 
duce Federal budgets “by refraining from urging 
expenditures of large sums by the Government.” 
As any state legislator could relate, the Gov- 
-ernment has taken over so much of the available 
tax revenue that lesser governments cannot even 
improve their roads without its aid. And “special 
groups’ are not likely to stop seeking manna un- 
til Congress becomes harder-boted about giving 
it—and less capricious. 

In general import, however, Mr. Doughton’s 
remarks made a kind of sense the country needs 
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to hear. There cannot, said he, be sharp reduc- 
tion of taxes until there is sharp reduction of 
expenses, Expenses have run far ahead of taxes 
throughout the war. Hence, by Mr. Doughton’s 
authoritative word, fanciful dreams of quick tax 
reductions to anything like pre-war levels may 
summarily end. 

The soone? the people come fully awake to 
this situation, and the firmer Congress holds by’ 
its duty, the sooner and more comfortably shall 
we be beyond the present dangers of soaring 
prices and sinking dollars. 
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Seizure of the Jap Bank System 

Now that the occupation of Japan, the disarm- 
ing of its troops and the arrest of war criminals 
are well under way, Gen. MacArthur can move 
from military essentials toward crushing the 
basic forces that led the country to imperialism 
and war. He has struck a blow in that direction 
by seizing the great banking combine that for 
generations has exploMed and helped rule Japan. 

The necessity for this measure is apparent in 
the origin and functions of the banking system. 
It did not develop from private enterprise, as 
in the democracies; it was a direct offshoot of 
the feudalism supplanted in the last century by 
military rule and Emperor worship, To win over 
the feudal lords to the new order, they were set 
up as bankers, and were heavily compensated 
with state bonds for giving up their former priv- 
ileges. Originally the wealthiest group in Japan, 
they were eventually surpassed by the great mer- 
chant families, who then became their allies in 
extortion, exploitation and economic conquest. 

Liquidation of these financial giants, ordered 
by MacArthur, will be a powerful aid in the eco- 
nomic disarmament of Japan, and in making pos- 
sible the creation of a democratic system there. 
Still ahead is the breaking up of the equally or 
more vicious industrialist clique, the business 
oligarchy that has backed and directed the war- 
makers. Another essential objective is State 
Shinto, which propagandized the people into re- 
vering the Mikado as a deity. Finally, there is 
the task of eliminating the seat and center of 
all Japanese imperialism and aggression—the 
God-Emperor institution itself. . 

MacArthur is on his way with his seizure of 
the banks. If he keeps on to strike at all the 
roots of Japanese Fascism, including the kingpin 
of the whole war-making system, the little man 
in the Imperial Palace, we will have no trouble 
with the Japan of the future. 
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The Mighty Mo

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Our Duty to Argentina 

One of the reasons why Col. Juan D. Peron, 
military dictator of Argentina, has been able to 
remain in power though freedom-loving Argen- 
tines gather by the half-million and shout against 
him, is that the United States Government has 
not seemed to know what to do about him. 

Until last March, the State Department took 
a tough attitude toward Peron, and there were 
plenty of indications that it hurt. However, there 
were attendant liabilities on our part. We were 
told that our policy gave credence to the bogy of 
the Colossus of the North, led some Argentines 
to rally round the military government simply 
because the United States opposed it. 

Then, at the Mexico City conference, we ac- 
cepted Argentina into the fold because of cer- 
tain promises, nearly all of which Peron prompt- 
ly violated, and the State Department sponsored 
Argentina's admission to the United Nations. 

During that time we were just as soft with 
the Peron Government as we had been hard be- 
fore. Now we plan to get tough again. What 
we ought to do is make up our mind, and, hav- 
ing made it up, screw up our courage to the 
sticking point. The worst element of our policy 
has been its vacillation. We have suffered the 
disadvantages of both the tough and the easy 
policies, plus the disadvantages of inconsistency. 

There is an obligation we owe to the people 
of Argentina, to discourage their oppressors and 
encourage their efforts for independent govern- 
ment. We cannot begin to discharge it until we 
abandon the technique of off-again-on-again pol- 
icy and take a stand, determined to fight it out 
along that line if it takes all century, 
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The Building Congress’s Job 

If the right emphasis is maintained, it may 
turn out to be momentous news that the con- 
struction unions, architects, builders, savings and 
Joan men, mortgage bankers, real estate brokers 
and local agents of material suppliers have 
formed the Greater St. Louis Building Congress. 

The emphasis will be wrong if the congress 
concentrates on simply “interpreting’’—that is, 
defending—the industry. to the public. It would 
then become simply another pressure or publici- 
ty group. The best interpretation and the best 
defense, of course, is in performance, and propa- 
ganda cannot be a substitute. 

As this newgpaper and others have said re- 
peatedly, the shining chance of a healthy, long- 
continued production of new buildings—and par- 
ticularly residential buildings—lies in the many 
segments of the industry coming together to im- 
prove methods and reduce costs. It can come 
about, we believe, only through reciprocal con- 
cessions away from old methods and from old 
price policies predicated on an assumption that 
the industry had better charge the public all it 
can while the charging is still good. 

It is too early, perhaps, to expect the congress 
to speak explicitly of concessions. There is room 
to hope, however, in the remark by John L. Mc- 
Cullough, its interim president, that the congress 
will “address itself immediately to the problem 
of doing all possible to keep the cost of the fin- 
ished building as low as possible.” If that goal 
is pursued in diligence and good faith, the con- 
gress can do both the community and its mem- 
bers a high measure of service. Here’s hoping.

It now is possible to discern the prob- 
able shape of the new Pacific world. North 
of the equator, the influence and power of 
the United States will be paramount. Un- 
questionably, the Caroline, Marshall and 
Mariana Islands (now a Japanese mandate) 
will become United States territory. 


This will mean that all groups from Bor- 
neo eastward—the Philippines, Carolines, 
Marianas, Marshalls and Hawaii—become 
either wholly American, or dominated by 
America, The Philippines, of course, will 
receive the independence promised by 
Washington over 20 years ago; but, so 
long as there is possibility of aggressive 
action from Asia, they will remain under 
American protection, 

The remainder of Indonesia, and the Jap- 
invaded countries of Southeast Asia, prob- 
ably will return to their former allegiances 
~-Netherlands Indies to the Dutch, Indo- 
China to the French, Malaya and Burma 
to the British. 


Our Influential Voice ‘ 


While the North Pacific will become 
practically an American lake, the European 
colonial nations will retain their strong 
hold in Southeast Asia. South of the equa- 
tor, we find about 14 small, separate terri- 
tories in which British influence is para- 
mount, and which will provide the Pacific 
peace conference with some headaches. 


The Japs heavily invaded the Western 
end of the South Pacific, and the British 
territories of New Guinea, Papua, Solo- 
mons and Gilberts were liberated by the 
Americans, with some Australian assist- 
ance. Therefore, although the only Amer- 
ican islands south of the Equator are East- 
ern Samoa, America should have an influ- 
ential voice in the South Pacific settle- 
ment, 

The chief consideration in the Southwest- 
ern Pacific is the protection of Australia 
and New Zealand against whatever aggres- 
sive forces may develop in Asia. A fringe 
of islands extends, at a distance of a few 
hundred miles, right across the north of 
Australia, as if placed there by nature as 
a fence or bulwark, 


For American Dominance 


Were it not for defense considerations, 
Australia should have no part in the gov- 
ernment of those islands. Apart from a 
fine record of native administration in Pa- 
pua (which is personal to the late Sir 
Huf@rt Murray, and for which Canberra 
can claim little credit), Australia’s perform- 
ance as a colonial power is distinguished 
mostly for lack of interest and lack of vi- 
sion. 

Good men were sent to govern Australia’s 
tropical territories; and then, almost in- 
variably, the professional politicians who 
were their nominal heads ignored them, 
gave them no clear directive policy or for- 
got them altogether, 

If Australia and New Zealand are to sur- 
vive as white nations in the Southern 
seas, they must be protected; and oppor- 
tunity might now be taken to see whether 
it is possible to bring,all those islands (ex- 
cept, perhaps, New Caledonia) into an Aus- 
tralian Pacific Territory which Australia, 
for her own safety, should govern. 

But Australia, in that connection, should 
be directly responsible in some way to a 
United Nations authority, in which the 
voices of the United States and Britain 
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would be dominant. We of the Pacific can- 
not—dare not—trust Australian politicians, 


In all these matters, the voice of the 
United States must—and should be—dom- 
inant, We hope to see the Americans, ac- 
tively assisted and supported by Britain 
and France, take responsibility for main- 
taining peace and order in the Pacific. 
Only so can we peoples of Europe, who 
have made our homes in the Pacific, know 
any security in the future, 


Well-informed American writers 'in July 
indicated chat, in the Pacific settlement, 
the United States will want bases in the 
following places (apart from the bases in 
the territories which she will own or con- 
trol in the North Pacific): Admiralty Is- 
lands (Manus); Santo, New Hebrides; 
Guadalcanal, British Solomons; Noumea, 
New Caledonia; French Oceania. 


Some people, quickly forgetting the events 
of 1942—when only the extraordinary quick- 
ness of the Americans in coming to the 
South Pacific saved many white communi- 
ties from extermination or enslavement— 
are inclined to resist American requests 
for bases. They want to make the Amer- 
icans pay at exorbitant rates for anything 
granted to them, 


Liberal Policy on Bases 


Such a policy is inconceivably shortsight- 
ed and stupid. We should thank all our 
gods that the Americans are prepared to 
police the Pacific; and, to keep them near 
us, we should give them anything they 
want, gladly, and without argument. 


There are two factors which govern all 
future considerations in the South Pacific: 
(1) The development of airborne weapons 
means that the nations of Europe, for their 
own protection, must keep al] their forces 
at home—they@mvill have nothing powerful 
to spare for the Pacific. (2) The countless 
millions of Asia, more than half the human 
race, will soon be ready to use European 
inventions to help them in breaking out of 
their desperately overcrowded countries, 


Against the implications of those two 
facts we can sét only the good will of the 
Americans. If we lose that, we have no 
future in the South Pacific. Fortunately, 
it is as much to America’s advantage as to 
ours that the Pacific be kept free of aggres- 
sion. But it is our duty to assist the pow- 
ers, and especially the United States, in 
policing the world’s largest ocean. 


SAFETY IN THE AIR

Was it only a few short years ago that 
a plane ride was considered a dangerous 
way to travel, and none but the very daring 
ventured to take wing? Remember when 
you were inclined to agree with the fre- 
quent predictions: “It never can be as safe 
as ground travel” and “It Won't ever be 
popular”? 

Well, the National Safety Council has 
recently reported that 16 American airlines 
completed their 1944 operations without a 
single fatal accident. Moreover, United 
Air Lines, Inc., was granted the council's 
special wartime Distinguished Service-to- 
Safety Award for operating more than 
three years and over a billion passenger 
miles without a fatal accident. This was 
accomplished at a time when the airlines 
have heen fiving more passengers, mail, 
freight and distance than ever before. 
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German Who Dislikes America 
Tells Why in Infuriating Book 


“The German Talks RBack,’’ by Heinrich Hauser. 

(Henry Holt & Co., New York.) 

A candid statement by a representative 
German who opposes democracy, dislikes 
America and admires Prussianism would 
be an interesting and instructive document, 
valuable to help guide Allied authorities in 
the Reich. This book is presented as such 
a document. In some ways it:is, but his 
own evidence shows the author is so far 
from being a typical German, in either ex- 
perience or in outlook, that his statement 
becomes more a personal than a political 
testament, : 

This German talks: back, and viciously 
at times. But while he is hostile to Amer- 
ica, he is also against Nazism. In fact, 
Hauser came to this country before the 
war because he opposed the Nazis. An au- 
thor and intellectual, a well-traveted man, 
he writes rapturously of his life on an 
American farm. Now he is returming to 
Germany in order to do what he can to- 
ward its rehabilitation. He is leaving his 
children behind, in the hope that they will 
become good American citizens. 

* * x 

Hauser condemns Hitler and his gang, 
but he defends the Junkers. He also con- 
demns the Weimar Republic, and ‘the 
Kaiser’s regime. He condemns the. atroci- 
ties, but tries to explain them as psycho- 
logical results of German defeat in World 
War I. So paradoxical are these views that 
he can scarcely be ccnsidered a typical 
German, though he says he represents a 
considerable body of thought in the Reich. 
This is taking a lot for granted, as he was ° 
not even in Germany during the war. 

His arguments are based on inaccuracies, 
distortions, a parfoting of Nazi doctrines 
and a hatred of democracy. Some of his 
contentions are: . 

Americans are a callow, materialistic peo- 
ple, and their Republic seems headed for 
collapse. The Germans were driven to mili- 
tarism by the designs of their’ neighbors, 
and to war by the need for Lebensraum. 
We have won the war, but actually lost it, 
because. Germany will probably go Com- 
munist. “A democratic Germany is impos- 
sible.” We must have the help of Nazis 
in governing Germany; most anti-Nazis are 
“scum.” We can execute the war crim- 
inals, but this will be no punishment, for 
they are impenitent, and we will be 
dragged down to their moral level. The 
Germans committed atrocities, but so did © 
the Allies. 

*” ™ * 

Much of the book will infuriate the 
American reader, who will supply his own 
retorts as he goes along. A good deal of 
it is the Hitler-Goebbels line, and to that 
extent may be typical of what the Allied 
forces are encountering in Germany. Some 
of the matter sounds like a pre-1914 Prus- 
sian reactionary speaking, though Hauser 
boasts of his radical views. 

The statement is that of a confused, over- 
intellectualized, negativistic individual with 
a martyr complex and other psychological 
quirks. The only consistent’ theme is his 
anti-democratic obsession. Many of Haus- 
er’s characteristics are those that must be 
overeome in re-educating Germany, so his 
confessions are enlightening to a degree. 
If he could be considered actually typical 
of the Germans, the job ahead would be 
even bigger than it is.

The word “assistance” is mis 
leading. We are not engaged in 
international philanthropy. If Gen- 
eral Motors or Ford want to sell 
automobiles, they help finance the 
dealers, so that they can help 
finance the customers: Nobody 
considers this charity; on the con- 
trary, it is supposed to return 4 
profit. That is the situation of 
the United States, which, needs 
customers for its prodigious pro- 
duction. 


Have We Learned? 


We are pretty new at this busi- 
mess. Prior to the last war, the 
United States was a debtor in in- 
ternational finance. A debtor can 
only be solvent through an excess 
of exports over imports. When, 
after the last war, we became the 
leading creditor nation, and still 
pushed exports while restricting 
imports, we contributed to upset 
the whole world economy. The 
problem is whether we have 
learned the lesson now, whon we 
are

As far as one can see at the 
present stage of negotiations and 
from what we know of them, we 
are again preparing to push ex- 
ports with accelerated political 
and economic vigor, without indi- 
cating to other nations how they 
are going to pay for them. 


A leading issue with Britain Is 
over the sterling bloc.

Two Important Lessons. 


The first lesson that every 
banker hag to learn is: Don’t ruin 
your customers, The second les- 
son is: Provide means for your 
customer to repay the loans you 
are willing to grant him, 

And international financing can- 
not be divorced from foreign pol- 
icy. We have to ask ourselves 
whether in the present constitu- 
tion of affairs it is political wis- 
dom further to weaken Great 
Britain's world influence. We must 
realize, in the second place, that 
no great nation is wholly depend- 
ent on any other nation. A non- 
self-sufficient nation short of for- 
eign currency is forced to engage 
in barter. We have seen, in the 
German case, that this can work, 
though greatly to the disadvan- 
tage of our nation that stands 
for free enterprise in internation- 
al and domestic business.

eard a group of scientists ex- 
plain how the proximity fuse came 
into being. Overshadowed by the 
atomic bomb, this small device 
Was possibly even more import- 
ant in bringing the war to a 
close than the/bomb. 

It is a five-tube radio sending 
get fitted into a _ six-inch fuse 
which is, in turn, inserted in anti- 
aircraft and artillery shells. This 
miniature sending set can be ad- 
justed so that when its beams 
strike a surface—the wing of an 
airplane or the ground —an im- 
puise is sent back which explodes 
the shell. 

In other words, the mind of man 
has fashioned a brain that tells 
the shell at what distance from 
a target to explode. 


Fruit of Co-operation.

. The Germans were working 
desperately to get this same Ge- 
vice. They sent spies to our 
shores instructed to find out what 
progress we were making. 

They finally achieved a model 
which was not in production on 
V-E day. If they had got it, the 
invasion of France would have 
been impossible because of the 
devastating effect of shells 
equipped with proximity fuses on 
massed troops. The mass bomb- 
ing of Germany would likewise 
have been impossible. 

Into the discovery of the prox- 
imity fuse and its fashioning went 
the work of from 600 to 800 scli- 
entists—physicists, chemists, as- 
tronomers, electrical engineers. 
Different groups were assigned 
different problems. Sometimes, 
two or three groups were work- 
ing toward the same goal, so that 
“ if two failed, one might succeed. 

At the top was a co-ordinating 
force that pulled it together—a 
nervous system linking so many 
first-rate minds with so many dif- 
ferent skills.. In the same way, 
the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development kept in touch 
with all the scientific projects 
covering every phase of war re- 
search.

St. Louisans’ War Exploits 


EAMAN FIRST CLASS PAUL 
E. BEATTY of St. Louis, a 
survivor of the old cruiser 
Houston, today described nearly 
three and a half years as a pris- 
oner of the Japanese. He arrived 
home Saturday for a 90-day leave. 


Beatty was a member of a 
group of about 190 Americans in- 
terned successively in Java, Ma- 
laya,. Burma, Siam and Indochina, 
working on railroads, dockyards 
and fortifications. 

After the Houston was sunk the 
night of Feb. 28, 1942, in the 
Sunda strait, survivors landed on 
the west coast of Java. They 
were turned in to the Japanese 
by Javanese who were paid $10 a 
head, Beatty said. The man with 
him were marched to Batavia, 
the Dutch capital, and _ kept 
“under good conditions” on a for- 
mer Dutch garrison post. 

His group was treated well on 
the trip to Burma by way of 
Singapore. They stopped at Ran- 
goon and debarked at Moulmein, 
where they were taken 20 miles 
in land to begin road-gang work 
on a railroad spur. The work last- 
ed 14 months and took them as 
far as the Siamese border. In that 
time his group lost 10 men to 
dysentéry, beri-beri and other nu- 


rough treatment, Beatty related. 


“Whenever the guards felt 
mean,” Beatty said, “they would 
beat up someone. They used rifle 
butts.” However, Indians employed 
as coolie bosses gave the prison- 
ers money, cigars and food to add 
to their starvation diet. 


In the summer of 1943 Beatty's 
party was allowed a three-month 
rest period in Siam. “The Thais 
were wonderful,” Beatty said. 
“Whenever a detail went to get 
water, walking single file through 
the jungle, Thais would sneak out 
and hand us food while the guards 
were out of sight.” 

They were next held at Saigon 
for 13 months, working on oil re- 
fineries and dock repair crtws. 
For five weeks at Dalat, a locality 
some distance north, they dug 
tunnel fortifications on a hiil, over 
which a timber fortress was built. 
They went still farther north in 
Indochina before the work was 
completed, and were moved about 
for spot repair work on blown- 
out railroad bridges. 

Beatty was allowed to write 
three cards home to his mother, 
Mrs. Mona Beatty, but does not

“We first guessed it was all over 
when the Jap guards seemed to 
lose interest in making us work. 
The official news of surrender 
was read to us Aug. 23,” Beatty 
recalled. The Americans were 
flown out from the Saigon airfield 
shortly afterward. 


A pleasant experience last Christ- 
mas was releated by Beatty. “The 
French civilians, who were living 
in native quarters back of their 
own houses, sent us pigs, chickens 
and turkeys,” he saida “They were 
the best people I have ever seen.” 

Seaman Beatty, who is 23 years 
old, enlisted in the Navy in Janu- 
ary 1940 and will be eligible for 
re-enlistment in 1946, and intends 
to go back. “The Navy’s a pretty 
good life,” he said. His mother 
lives at 5215 Vermont avenue.

Gen. Sverdrup left Tokyo a 
week ago yesterday, flying to 
Guam in a B-29 Superfortress in 
six hours. He went from there to 
San Francisco in 32 hours in a 
(-54 transport, and made the final 
leg to St. Louis in a bomber in six 
and a half hours.

IN DISCARD TODAY 


Most Controls on Metal and 
Other Critica] Materials 
Removed. 


Will SOLVE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
More wartime controls were taken 
off today. Sent to discard were 
most controls on metals, other 
critical materials and component 
parts; restrictions on lumber sales, 
transportation and distribution of 
petroleum products in east and 
west coast sections, and bars 
against holding conventions and 


fairs. 

Most of the regulations are off 
heavy industry with abolishment 
of the controlled materials plan, 
nationwide wartime system gov- 
erning the flow of critical ma- 
terials for war production. In its 
place a simplified priority system 
covering a few materials and 
components still in critically short 
supply will be operated by the 
War Production Board, This ap- 
plies particularly to tin, lead and 
antimony, still in very short sup- 
ply. Priorities may be assigned 
for certain military purposes or, 
‘sparingly, to break production 
inventory 

Inventory controls on critical 
‘materials still hold, however, to 
prevent excessive buying up of 
iscarce materials needed for civil- 
ian industry. 

Anticipating the lifting of all 
restrictions on construction Oct. 
/15, wartime regulations on sales 
of lumber are gone today. Thus 
home and farm builders should 
have lumber all ready to go with 
the building green light in two 
weeks, 

From now on “Americans can 
assemble at conventions, fairs 
and trade gatherings, although 
(travel still is crowded and per- 
haps uncomfortable. 

The readjustment committee of 
WPB, which had charge of re- 
viewing war contracts for cut- 
backs, meanwhile quietly folded. 


WAR MEDAL TO IRVING BERLIN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP) — 
Irving Berlin, composer and pro- 
ducer, received at President Tru- 
man’s direction today the medal 
of merit for “extraordinary serv- 
ice” to the army in building and 
maintaining morale. The decora- 
tion, the civilian counterpart of 
the military legion of merit, was 
conferred on Berlin at ceremonies 
‘in the office of Gen. George C. 
Marshall, chief of staff. 

The citation mentioned specifi- 
cally Berlin’s production of the 
soldier-cast play, “This Is the 
Army,” proceeds of which have 
added $9,000,000 to the funds of 
the army emergency relief.

Set 
the oven for 225 degrees F. if you 
can. If not that, then set it as low 
as you can and prop the oven door 
open with a pot holder. There are 
a variety of ways to fill this lus- 
cious and airy delicacy. We have 
given you a recipe for using the 
egg yolks, and also suggested 
using berries. If fresh or frozen 
berries are not available in your 
market, you can fill it with ice 
cream and pour chocolate sauce 
on it. 
If you. use frozen berries, you 
must thicken the juice with a little 
cornstarch. 


Angel Pie. 

Three egg whites, pinch of salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon cream of tar- 
tar, three-fourths cup sugar. 

Combine egg whites and salt 
and beat until frothy. Add cream 
of tartar and beat until stiff. Add 
sugar in four portions and beat 
well after each addition. Mixture 
should be smooth, thick and 
glossy. Spread mixture on bottom 
and sides of a well-buttered 8-inch 
pie pan. Bake in a 225 degree F., 
oven for one to one and one 
quarter hours, If oven does not 
register below 250 degrees keep 
door open slightly. Remove from 
oven and cool, Spread with whip- 
ped cream, then sweetened fresh 
or frozen berries and then more 
whipped cream. Chill before Serv- 
ing. Six to eight servings. 

Filling 

If berries are not in season the 
following filling may be used. Beat 
three egg yolks well, add one-third 
cup sugar, a pinch of salt, and 
two tablespoons orange juice and 
one tablespoon temon juice, beat 
again. Cook over hot water until 
thick, stirring constantly. Add one 

saspoon grated orange rind and 
one teaspoon grated lemon rind. 
Cool and use’in angel pie between

I had occasion 
to talk with a colonel in charge 
of a large dental clinic at one 
of our Army camps and he sur- 
prised me by telling me the work 
they had done on teeth in order 
to fit the soldier boy for duty.

Nutritional deficiencies is another 
high ranking problem with focal 
infections such as teeth, tonsils 
and sinuses coming in for much 
consideration. Then there are 
over-weight and under- weight 
cases, poor posture and bad feet, 
sacro-iliac strain, etc.

One medium size eggplant, one

r*Past-West found it easy to col- 
lect seven tricks against the club 
contract, and thus added 800 
points to their score. 

This was pretty bad for Northe 
South, of course, and it is inter- 
esting to note that if South had 
passed as he should have to two 
spades, West could have fulfilled 
that contract without trouble on 
the opening lead of the club king 
by North. 

Thus, the result was bound to 
be unsatisfactory for North- 
South in any case. This, however, 
was due entirely to their choice 
of bids—particularly to South's 
opening bid. His selection of @ 
club was wrong from every angle. 
First, it was not the “prepared” 
bid. The presumption was that 
North would respond to either a 
heart or a club opening with one 
spade or one no trump. If South 
started with a club he would have 
to bid two hearts on the second 
round, and he had nothing ap- 
proaching the required strength 
for this sequence. Secondly, it 
was not merely possible but prob- 
able that the non-vulnerable op- 
ponents, needing only 40 points 
for game, would buy the con- 
tract, and it certainly would not 
be desirable to have North lead 
a club to South's jack-high suit. 
(Which would have been the case 
if West had been permitted to 
play two spades.) From every 
point of view a heart was the 
right opening for South, assuming 
that he bid at all,
